Pacific Craft Expects to Carry 5,000,000 
Foot Cargo. 
Portland. Ore., is to hav e unother op­ 
portunity to establish a new world's 
record for lumber cargo on a single 
v essel, for the British tram p Knight} of 
the Garter, which attracted the a tten­ 
tion of tbe entire shipping world by 
loading 4,020.000 feet for T singtaut, 
has been rechartered by tbe sam e ex­ 
port lumber company. 
At the time of the carrier's departure 
it w’as estim ated that she couk l exceed

Miles, Mate fish and game oommis- 
| sioner, concerning the licensing of 
fishermen. 
Mr. Miles has been p re- 
! p aring the measu re for some time and 
I has decided that all women and all 
p ersons u nder twenty -one y ears old 
| are not to be requ ired to take ou t 
! licenses; all farmers will be entitled to 
fish withou t licenses; all p ersons may 
•fish in the lakes and streams of the 


j cou nties in which they liv e withou t 
; being requ ired to take ou t licenses; 
all money deriv ed from the issu ance 
| of su ch licenses shall be u sed for the 
] p rop agation of fish in the lakes and 
| streams. 
“The p rop osed measu re,” said Mr. 
Miles, “is to p rotect the farmer and 


j landowner against the fishermen who 
go from cities and towns to distant 
p laces from their homes and fish 
withou t contribu ting in any way to 
the care of the lakes and streams. 
Thou sands of p eop le liv ing in the 
cities and towns flock to the northern 
lakes and streams, where the sp end 
weeks in fishing. 
The farmers giv e 
their time and money to p rotect the 
streams, bu t the p rofessional v aca­ 
tio nist giv es nothing in retu rn for 
what he gets. 
“ Fu rthermore, the hu nters of the 
state who p ay for hu nters’ licenses 
hav e a right to ask that the money 
thu s collected be u sed in p rop agating 
H the game of the state, and they ob­ 
ject when any of it is u sed in p rotec­ 
ting the fish. 
1 believ e that if the 
law is enacted with the p rov isions 1 
hav e mentioned, no one can ju stly ob­ 
ject to it. and that we will hav e a 
p rop er means of increasing the nu m­ 
ber of fish. 
"I wou ld not colled any fee from 
the farmer and the landowner, be­ 
cau se they are doing mu ch to p re­ 
v ent the destru ction of the fish of the 
state.”

Indianapolis, Ort. 13.— Lying in the 
drawer of a desk in the office of Dr. J. 
N. Hurty, secretary of the state board 
of health, is a copy of a general letter 
addresssed to the mothers of Indiana. 
I he mothers have not received these 
letters and probably will not receive 
them, for the general assembly held 
down the state board’s appropriation 
so that there is no money for expenses 
of mailing. 
The letter was prepared 
several months ago by the secretary 
in the hope that by some manipulation 
money could be obtained to cover such 
| cost. 
The purpose of the letter is to 


I instruct m others of the stgte in the 
j prevention of diseases among babies 
during the years preceding school age. 
“ Twenty-five per cent of the children 
born in Indiana die before they are 
j five years old.” said Dr. Hurty. “It is 
appalling, when one thinks of the ef­ 
fect on the race. The deaths, too, are 
due chiefly to the fact that many, 
many mothers do not know how to pre­ 
vent the diseases, which take off ba­ 
bies. 
When the child grows sick a 
physician is summoned. 
Nothing will 
be left undone to save it and some­ 
times it is saved. 
What ought to be 
done is to prevent 
the conditions 
which cause the disease, and that is 
what we wish to accomplish by the 
letter. 
“Few mothers know about the prop 
er ventilation of sleeping rooms for 
children, 
about 
how 
certain 
foods 
ought to be prepared, about the best 
methods of dressing, and the like 
They cannot be expected to know all 
these things as the skilled sanitarian 
or nurse knows them, because they 
haven’t had the opportunity to learn 
As a result, many children grow up 
amid grave sanitary dangers merely 
because they have strong constitutions 
and are able to defeat the attacks 
made on them. 
But because three 
children survive we ought not condone 
the loss of the fourth and make no 
effort to save it. 
“The state hoard employs skilled 
physicians, chemists and sanitarians 
with the people’s money, and the moth­ 
ers of the state have a right to demand 
that they receive the results of the 
study we have made concerning the 
care of children. 
The children, too, 
have a just right to demand that their 
mothers be instructed iii the best 
methods of protecting them against 
disease in the weakest part of their 
lives. 
It is our plan to publish a circular 
letter setting out numerous recommen­ 
dations prepared by the board touch­ 
ing the care of children. 
A copy of 
this should be sent to every mother 
whose name is returned here in the 
monthly reports of births. 
The board 
believes that hundreds of children un­ 
der the age of five years could be 
saved annually if these circulars could 
be placed in the hands of the mothers 
of the state at the proper time. 
A 
thousand dollars would pay the ex­ 
penses of the proposed plan of disease 
prevention for a long time.”
